No Objection 

The President told Krug there 
would be no objection to sending | 
the project. report to congress 
“provided it is made clear that, 
aside from the authorizations for 
the projects specified, the other 
project proposed are to be consi- 
dered as an inventory of possible 
future work .. .”

Shasta and Keswick, on the Sacra- 
mento river, and Friant, on the 
San Joaquin. 

Under the proposal it would 
also build these dams now assign- 
ed to the army engineers, but not 
yet under construction: 

New Melones, on the Stanislaus 
river, Black Butte, on Stony Creek 
and New Hogan, on the Calaveras 
river.
